The Indian crocodile is a ferocious and 


dangerous animal and causes •great de- 
struction to homan life, especially in low- 
er Bengal. la the daily ixiUce reports you 
seldom fail to see an account of some man, 
woman, child or animal either carried off 
or wounded by a crocodile, and numerous 
case* are no doubt never reported. 


In all the smaller rivers of Jessore Pub- 


na. and other district* the -'ghaut," or 
bathing place, of every village is protected 
by palisades, and it is not safe to venture 
even into these inclosed places incautious- 
ly, for the cunning reptile creeps into them 
ia night and lies in waic. I once saw a 
crocodile that had seized a little girl by 
the thigh in one of these places and was 
swimming off with her in his mouth, pur- 
sued by the father in a cocoanut trunk 
canoe, with a bamboo polo. Ho compelled 
the crocodile to drop the child, but it hud 
torn off one leg from the hip before doing 
so. 


The blind ferocity of tho Indian croco- 


dile is well known. I had a young speci- 
men about six inches long, which I tept 
in a tub of water. In him was concen- 
trated all the ferocity of his race. All at- 
tempts to conciliate him were vnin. A 
stick put into the water was seized a£ once 
and held with the greatest tenacity. Thero 
•was no getting him to relinquish his hold, 
and he snapped with the greatest fury at 
everything put into the water. Yet, on 
tho other hand, I have seen a full grown 
crocodile who lived in a large pond so 
tame that he camo swimming up to a 
man, who, standing waist deep in water, 
called him by his name, "Kalay Khan," 
nnd would take a fowl or a piece of flesh 
out of his hand without doing him any 
harm. 


Very often a number of crocodiles take \ 


up their habitation in a pond and aro not p R | C £ S 
disturbed by the Indians, who in tinio 
come to consider them- as sacred animals 
and feed them till they are so tame that 
they may be approached and almost han- 
dled with impunity. 


Crocodiles wander to long distances on 


land chiefly to change their habitations, 
owing, I suppose, to supplies falling short. 
When mei on their way, they are invari- 
ably clubbed or speared by the natives, 
who believe that the gall bladder has ino- 
dicmal virtues and always try to get one. 


A long experience has convinced me 


that the head is not the vulnerable part in 
an Indian crocodile. Indeed I quit safely 
say that in the course of my long experi- 
ence, in which I have made crocodile 
shooting a special study for awhile, I baTC 
never succeeded in bringing ono down 
dead with a shot in the head, even from a 
heavy rifle aimed from the very short dis- 
tance of nix or seven yards. 
The most ef-

and, fearing he would disappear in the 
river, I let drive at him behind tho shoul- 
der with my Mo.

tho tigers and vultures. This crocodile 
measured 17 feet in length. 
The stench 


from his stomach was so horriblo that a 
further search for his gall bladder could 
not bo made. 


In the cold season these crocodiles, as 


well as tho ghurrials, or gavials, are ex- 
tremely fond of basking in tho sun, find 
they may bo seen stretched out for hours 
on tho banks of tho rivers enjoying a 
sound sleep. It is then that crocodile 
shooting can bo had in perfection. 
Thero 


is a small river on the cnstcru boundary 
of tho district of Tirhoot culled the Til- 
joogn, which literally swarirvs with those 
monsters, and I onco spe.nt a fow weeks 
with a friend in n regular crusade against 
them. 
Tho river is a, uarrrow, winding 


ono, running between high and precipi- 
tous banks. At every 50 or fil) paces a 
orocodiln, or sometimes three or four of 
them, might bo seen lying fast nslcop nt 
tho foot o£ the bank in the sun. Our plan 
was to creep cautiously to the edge of the 
overhanging bank, being guided to tho 
spot by a mail on the opposite shuro. On 
getting above the crocodiles we gave them 
a plungingltee from heavy rifles, and gen- 
erally succeeded in killing or wounding one 
or two, but seldom succeeded in bagging 
one, as they almost invariably maurignd, 
oven though mortally wounded, to throw 
themselves into the water. This result con • 
vinccd mo that ft crocodile is almost invul- 
nerable, on tho bead or back or tho upper 
part oC the body generally. 


When ono is captured, tho fishermen 


generally cut him up and took away select 
pnrts for home consumption, and you may 
bo sure the Kn"1 bladder was secured and 
curried awny ;i-s a pri/e.' Tn spito of tho 
sitrongmuskyodor of the c.rocodiln and his 
ponnrnl ropulsivonnss ns nn article of diot, 
ho is enluu by the fishermen cnste,, who 
nlso eat tho largo river turtle, which is »n 
equally foul feeder. 


Crocodiles are very prolific. 
Young 


onus of nil sizes abound ii\ tho river, nnd 
tbobo from tho first display t ho demoniac 
ferocity of their species. The eggs nro laid 
on n lodge of tho bank, />jvi sometimes 
about 30 or 40 ynrds from tho water, nnd 
aro covorecj with sand. The female is al- 
ways close by ami rushes nt any an limit 
that comi'H nenr them.

ciency of China's army IB explained by the, 
native saying, "Do not use"good steel to 
make a nail nor take a good man to make 
a soldier," which is most thoroughly acted 
up to. The "absence of .nerves'1 and- the 
animal ferocity of the Chinaman admir- 
ably adapt him for the deliberate exter- 
mination which characterizes the suppres- 
sion of a revolt, but inrreat courage the 
abnegation of self under danger, ho is 
woefully deficient. He will do much for 
pay, he will fight when hisr^ge is aroused, 
but his passion, violent as a typhoon, as 
quickly passes away. On almost every 
occasion in lS9i-5 the Chinese troops re- 
fused to stand up to the despised Japanese 
Small wonder, when of the hundreds of 
thousands who since lSb3 Have been 
'•drilled" with foreign weapons, not one iu 
50,000 has been taught their proper use. 
Musketry and artillery practice is limited 
generally to handling the weapons, and 
instruction in the use of rifles and field 
guns is not thought necessary—nay, it is 
opposed. In January, 1895, several thou- 
sands of men bad been collected at Shan- 
hai-Kuan, under General Wuta-cheng, to 
re-enforce the army in Manchuria. 
JCew 


rifles and field guns had been served out;, 
and the-force was to move early in Febru- 
ary, yet on Jan. 20 the mon fired th<jir 
rifles for the first time, and barely 1 per 
cent of hits on a target 200 yards distant. 
ensued. As for the guns, not a soul knew 
how to load them or set a fuse, and when 
at length one was fired with' the aid of the 
foreigners present, the ammunition was 
so defective that, although the gun was 
laid for"3,000 yards, the shell only'tfaveled 
850.

fight at, Tien-chuang-tai without further j 
training, instruction by a foreigner hav- 
ing been haughtily refused. 


To be a soldier is to lose caste in China, 


to imbibe foreign notions is worse still 
and incurs the hatred and su&picion of the 
civilians, who in reality govern the army 
and navy, so much so that to be a gradu- 
ate of the foreign schools is an almost cer- 
tain bar to promotion. In the military 
and other schools established by Sir Robert 
Hart and tho viceroys at Peking and eUe- 
where the students h.-xve to be bribed to 
attend, so as to compensate them for tlio 
•ocial disadvantages of foreign education. 
If we add to this tho natural contempt for 
foreigners, ingrained in the Chinese na- 
ture, we have potent causes for the willlul 
laziness and ignorance of officers, which is 
truly appalling. 
Alas, that they should 


add cowardice as well! 


The commander in chief at Sbau-hai- 


Kuan told me he did not believe in mus- 
ketry instruction 'for all. It was quite 
sufficient to have ten good shots" in each

What a Knot Is. 


Probably there is no nautical tc;\j. more 


frequently used than tho word "knot." 
The word is synonymous with the nautical 
mile, or 6,080.27 feet, while, as every ouo 
knows, the geographical mile is 3.380 feet. 
This would make the knot equal to 1 15- 
100 of geographical miles, aud therefore, in 
owler to compare the speed gf a boat ex- 
pressed in knots with a railroad train, it is 
necessary to multiply the,, speed in knots 
by 115-100. 
^Another point to be remembered is that 


speed means a distance. U'ayeJed in unit 
time, so. when one *>peaks of a boat having 
a speed of 20 knots it is not necessary or 
proper to add per hour, as the word itself 
When employed as a unit of spoed signifies 
pautical miles per hour. A cruiser that 
makes 31 knots travels 34.15 geographical 
miles per hour.—Philadelphia Record.

That Was Once Familiar. 


A traveler by rail cannot fail to notice 


the decline of the duster. And one does 
not need to be, as the man said, a cente- 
narian to observe this. In fact, only'SO or 
40 years ago dusters were commonly worn 
fay railroad travelers. 'They were coexist- 
ent with the carpet sack and the alligator 
mouthed valise, both now more complete- 
ly passed away than the duster itself and; 
almost as completely gone as the hair co\-~ 
ered trunk. 


The duster was worn, of course, to pro- 


tect the wearer and his garments from the 
dust.

IT GENERATES HEAT. 


The lacandexceat Electric lamp Kot as i 


Safe H» Sofipoced. 


The incandescent electric lamp is essen- 


tially a device which transforms electricity \ 
partly imp light, but mostly into heat. 
As is well known, the carbon filament of 
the lamp is a substance offering great re- 
sistance to the passage of tl;e current, and 
the product of this resistance is light and 
heat. It is au instance of the translation 
of one form of energy, into another. 
It 


may not, however, generally bo fcnown 
that the light produced is buc after all 
only a smaU percentage of tho energy 
thus manifested—some 5 or 6 percent only 
at the most. 


This fact is very important, bearing iu 


mind a very common notion that the elec- 
tric incandescent lamp is free from the 
heafc rays. It is true that the lamp, when 
working, is not comparable with n flame 
or naked light, but at the same time the 
heat evolved is such as may lead to igni- 
tion. Vr'e are disposed to emphasize this 
point, because the incandescent electric 
lamp" is used for purposes of illumination 
and decoration in shops without any re- 
gard t4 the passibilityTT-nay., probability— 
of fancy goods' being fired which happen 
to be_ contiguoiis. 


Indeed so firm is the idea that the in- 


candescent electric lainp is free from beat 
that it is frequently to be found buried in 
a mass of easily ignited and highly inflam- 
mable material. This is a mistake, and 
care should be exercised with the electric 
lamp in its application in this connection. 
But the risk of course is not so great as 
where naked lights are employed. We 
have found by experiment that on immers- 
ing a 16 candle power lamp (100 volts 
pressure) in half a pint of water the water 
boils within an hour and in proportionate- 
ly less time when a 83 caudle power lamp 
is substituted. 


If, again, the lamp be buried in cotton 


wool the wool soon begins to scorch and 
ultimately to burst into flame. In one ex- 
periment which we tried the bursting into 
flame of the wool was accompanied by a 
loud report, due to the explosion of the 
lamp. It clearly appears from this that 
tho incandescent electric lamp cannot be 
regarded as ail unlikely means of starting 
a serious fire, and shopkeepers, especially 
those who exhibit highly inflammable 
fabrics, should know that there is risk in 
placing such goods too clo,«o to a lamp. 
The lamp in contact with celluloid fires it 
in less than five minutes, and therefore 
the danger is particularly obvious in tho 
case, of toyshops, where electric incandes- 
cent lamps are often suspended in the 
midst of toy celluloid balls".—London Lan 
cefe

VALUABLE WASTE. 


The Refuse of Photograph Galleries Turn- 


ed to Good Account. 


"Refiners of nitrate of silver for the use 


of photographers," sai'd a mac engaged in 
this line otbusiness in K<£je York to a re- 
porter recently, "have agents traveling 
constantly all over the United' States col- 
lecting tho waste clippings of sensitized 
paper that accumulate in every photo- 
graphic gallery. They buy all they can 
find and pay for it in new nitrate, nllovr- 
ing the photographers a good round price 
for his waste. 


"The waste is shipped to the refiners, 


where the nitrate in tho paper is separated 
from it hy chemical processes and prepared 
for market again. This re-refined nitrate 
is as good as it was originally and is said 
for just as much. The refiners of course 
make a big profit out of the waste, and the 
photographer is able to get a good supply 
of material for the old scraps that would 
otherwise bo of no uso to him. 


"When one thinks of the great number 


of photograph gallerios"and studios iu this 
country and the fact that the wasto paper 
of them all is closely gathered by the re- 
finers at ii price that will average SI a 
pouud, ho may get some idea of the pro- 
portion of a business that is utterly un- 
known outside the persons directly inter- 
ested in tho trade. Xot only the scraps of 
silver sensitized papers, IjiiC those of the 
paper treated with n, solution or gold, nro 
eagerly sought by tha refiners ami t<hc 
photographer is always very willing to cs- 
chrtHge his accumulation of, to him, worth- 
less wasto for a new htock of valuable ni- 
trate. "—Washington btar.

This makes a total of 
13,365 officers and men, exclusive of the 
sick and wounded incapacitated from 
service. To this must be added the 
killed and wounded of the past week, 
10,000 in number, making a grand ag- 
gregate of upward nf 23,000 officers 
and men put out of action since the 
commencement of the war.

Be Felt Confident Th»t the Report Would
